Thinking it stifled my creativity, I boxed my Lafayette HA-225 receiver a 
couple of years back. Wiser now, or more world weary, I retried it 
yesterday and relived the final battle of the VT COM RX wars to see just 
why it was the Japs won. 


It's all there in a 17 inch wide box I can put in my rack. I mean it's 
ALL there, too. They watched and waited and struck when they were strong 
and we weak from the Collins Insurrection of 1957. They just rolled us 
up in an amphibious assault of low voltage miniature multi function tubes 
that did it all for a fraction of the cost. 


It was not without compromise. To be a modern girl, she had to have 10M 
on a 455 kc IF. Everyone was doing it after the war. But she atoned for 
it with a built in Q-multipler and, when she went to Six Meters as you 
might as well after you go that far, she heterodyned 48 to 54 down to 
40M. That's a down-the-middle application of Frank Jones' rule that the 
first conversion should be between 10 and 20 percent of the highest 
frequency received. Lots of folks forget that one. 


The Six meter trick was turned using a two-tube converter that could have 
come from your International Crystal catalog or just about any TV set 
with a 40mc IF. It was modern in '48, and dogma by '65, and the 
Lafayette people stuck with the proven stuff and kept their eyes on the 
prize. You spread out the tubes and kept the voltage at 200 or below to 
a single ended 6AQ5 since everyone SAYS they want big audio but almost no 
one will pay for it. With the HA-225 you pays your money (not much) and 
don't need to make a choice. It's all there. You don't have to write 
the factory to hear AM or CW or get a crystal for International BCB. 
There's a crystal in the 6M section, and another in the calibrator for 
people who want a precise readout, but most don't really care. 


And you didn't have to say, "But Mom, it listens to regular radio too!" 
It don't. The HA-225 dips down to the aircraft beacons, then goes 1.65 
to 30 mc in three before taking in the CAP/Baby Monitor/Disorientated 20M 
DXer land of 6M. And it is amazing what help even a little old fashioned 
virtue can br. If you lie down with dogs, you get up with fleas. But if 
you don't invite the Bible Thumpers, 24 Hour Action Newsers, and old 
Nostoros Finciamos into your radio at night you don't have to do any 
sponge baths the next day. 


So I salute you, Ms. HA-225. You define virtue for your era and your 
brother, the HA-460 6M AM Transceiver, ended my survey of that category. 
It was the Gold Medalist in its division. 


I love my HQ-170, but oh you Asian kid.

Folks, 


Well, I've done the bulk capactor replacement and resistor checking and 
replacement as needed, including these parts buried in and beneath the 
bandswitch. I changed in particular the line bypass caps, which are 
located inside the bottom cover for the power transformer. It's not hard 
to get off-four nuts-but these are important to change for safety reasons, 
and, being invisible, might easily be forgotten. I also finally located a 
correct schematic for the version I have. That's the good news. 


And now for the bad news; ALL of the mica caps ( and I don't mean @.01 uF 
paper caps disguised as micas) are leaky in a major way. This includes 
the resonating caps in the IF transformers, which I am in process of 
changing, ugh. These things read below 10K on an ohmmeter and sometimes 
even act like batteries the way really shot paper caps do. I have a sweep 
generator that I use too verify IF alignment, and wehn the three 
non-crystal bandwidths all gave not very stee slopes and only the gain 
varied, I knew something was Not Right with the IF strip. Perhaps this is 
why it's always been deaf. 


There are some of thos micas buried in the bandswitch, too...

I have a modified 4K-Ultra. I would like to know if anyone could tell me what 
the original PI section padding coil looked like. This coil is designated L3 
and is visible through the screen on the rear apron of the rf deck. It's 
mounted vertically between the 8877 and C10 (The tune vacuum variable). My L3 
padding coil is 7 turns of 1/4" silver-plated copper tubing, 2 3/4" in 
diameter and 4" long. The parts list calls for a 1.2uh coil, but mine 
measures 2.24uh. I can't get the amp to tune above 17mHz, which is why I 
question L3. 


I can also use any info regarding the chain. The chain and sprockets were 
missing on this unit when I bought it. I have a sprocket with 20 teeth on L4, 
L6 and C10, and a sprocket with 32 teeth on L8 C15-C17. When the tune knob is 
turning clockwise, everything turns clockwise with the exception of (L8, 
C15-C17) which turns counter clockwise. Is this correct? I got the original 
sprocket part numbers from Henry, but they were obsolete Boston numbers. 
After talking to Boston, I think the sprockets I have are correct. 


Does anyone know how to synchronize the sprockets? Is there a good starting 
point? Henry has no info published, and no one on staff that remembers how to 
tune up this old gal. I also talked to Dan Magro (Radiodan) W7RF the Henry 
guy, and he couldn't help. I'm getting desperate. Any 4K-Ultra owners out 


there that can help?? 
Thanks.
